radio - but Imew that Den was quite ine 
volved in it! The book cost the neighbor 
5¢ and was given to Den, It pays to let 
your hobby be known- and stay on good 
terms with your neighbors,

(Vol. 1 #1). In those early days, they dic 
not keep records of hew many copies of 
each issue were published, However, only 
100 copies of the May 1916 issue are know 
to exist, And the estimated value of this 
issue is $100, 

The value of WASKIY's August issue 
was placed somewhere around $50 - but Den 
has no intention of selling it, 

The yearly subscription price in 
"those early days’ was $1, with single 
copies 10, The only dates during which 
QST was not published were during Wil, 
The last issue was Sept 1917, and it was 
started again in June of 1919, 


ALUMINUM TOWERS DE-RATED 


The antenna size (projected area in 
square feet) of Universal towers has been 
de-rated, according to their latest speci- 
fication sheets. Both the old and the new 
specs state that the towers are tested for 
80 mp.h, winds; and the weight of the 
individual sections has not changed, 

The greatest de-rating occurs on one 
of their 90 foot models - de-rated from 
8 square feet of antenna area to 1.5 sq. 
feet, Most large 20 mtr beams and triband- 
ers are around the 4 to 6 square foot,
